Tin- American MarUsiiian Astonisli- 
iiii iln- Crowned Heads of Kuroi>e. 
A BERLIN letter to the Kew York Sim 


says : Tho well-known American, marks- 
man, Dr. William F. Carver, is exciting 
much interest here. 
In England the 


Prince of Wales and the nobility attend- 
ed his exhibitions. The Prince gave him 
valuable presents, including a scarf-pin 
and a costly bolt. 
In Paris his feats 


were witnessed by thousands. The man 
who could put a rifle ball through the 
center of a silver quarter as it spun 
through the air, and who could break 
glass balls with a bullet almost as fast 
as a man conld linrl them at him, was 
one to please the Parisians. The men 
praised him, and the women, attracted 
by the romance of his early life among 
the Indians and by his manliness and 
modesty, showered him with Attentions. 
Pictures representing him in hunting 
costumes were sold everywhere, and 
while he remained in Paris ho was all 
the rage. 


In Germany he has been received with, 


even greater favor. 
Honors have been 


heaped upon him on all sides, royalty 
itself coming forward to do homage to 
his skill. After Dr. Carver had won all 
the leading prizes in several contests, 
and had given exhibitions of rille shoot- 
in"- on foot and horseback, and had 
shown his skill with the lasso, the Em- 
peror William asked. him to give an 
exhibition before the court. He did so 
on Sunday, June 13. 
The Imperial 


family and many of the nobility were 
present. The programmes were printed 
on white satin a foot long and six inches 
wide. 
The Emperor was delighted witb the 


Doctor's display of skill, and eagerly 
watched each shot. 
On the next day 


an Adjutant bore to the marksman an 
elegant diamond ring. 
It was in- 


scribed . " From His Majesty the Em- 
peror of Germany to Dr. Win. F. Carver, 
June 15, 1SSO." 


AVithin a few days the Crown Prince 


sent Dr. Carver word that the Crown 
Princess desired to see another exhibi- 
tion of his skill on horseback. 
The 


Prince added that she had been very 
melancholy of late, and that the shoot- 
ing seemed to arouse her. He hoped 
that Dr. Carver would oblige him. The 
Doctor took the train for Potsdam yes- 
terday. The royal carriage was waiting 
for him at the depot. 
Servants took 


charge of his guns and his horse Mul- 
doon, a gift from the Prince of Wales. 
The exhibition was given on a gi.assy 
lawn. 
A dozen chairs were brought out 


for the Crown Princess and attending 
ladies, and the Crown Prince and gen- 
tlemsn 
took positions behind them. 


The Crown Princess is a short, fat 
woman, about forty years old. 
She has 


around, red face, and nice, white teeth. 
She wore a black-and-gray plaid cam- 
bric suit, a black chip bonnet, and dark 
gloves. 
She was very pleasant, and 


freely conversed with D"r. Carver. The 
Doctor's wife accompanied him. She is 
a sister of Lawyer Hugh Pailey, of is'ew 
Haven. 
Their"courtship was romantic. 


Mrs. Carver's brother, John Dailey, 
was a San Francisco stock- bioker. 
When Dr. Carver left the plains and be- 
gan to give exhibitions of his marvelous 
skill, he went to San Francisco. 
John 


Dailey befriended him. 
Dailey was af- 


terward shot and killed by a street 
loafer. 
His body was taken to New 


Haven and placed in the family burial 
plot. When Dr. Carver came East, a 
year or two later, he went to New 
Haven to procure Winchester riiles for 
fancy shooting. He visited the grave of 
his friend, John Dailey. 
As he ap- 


proached it he saw a young lady plant- 
ing (lowers on the grave. 
She was the 


sister of his friend. 
They entered into 


Conversation, and, before he had discov- 
ered her relationship to his dead friend, 
ihe had fallen in love .with her. 
They 


Avere married within a year, and she ac- 
companied him to Europe. 


While shooting before the Crown Prin- 


cess tlie Doctor wore a short velvet 
jacket. 
A wide-brimmed white sorn- 


.brero shaded his eyes from the sun. 
'His wife wore a similar jacket and hat. 
The hat was adorned with a long plume. 
'White satin programmes were used. 


The exhibition included shooting with 


rifle and shotgun at flying and stationary

and exciiing. The Crown. Prince pre- 
sented Dr. Carver with a valuable scarf 
pin.

It has been my province for several 


years to take charge of the calves, and 
1 have had very good luck, but iind that 
when they lii-s't begin to cat sour milk 
they are generally apt to scour and if 
the'looseness is not checked it reduces 
them. 
Mow, as an ounce of preventive 


is better than a pound of cure, I use 
about a -jrrcat spoonful of prepared chalk 
in ihc.ii-'drink. 
I .-tir it into the milk 


and they never mind it. 
One dose is 


sulli'.-ient as a general rule.

good thing for the calves is occasionally 
to throw a shovelful of fresh earth upon 
the. floor nf the stable where they can 
see i l .

farm outbuildings, but there is "one 
thing of importance which was not en- 
forced in that article anil that is, a 
caution against sprcadi])"; Ihe oiitbmKl- 
ingsovcr too much ground and placiii" 
them at too great a distance from the 
dwelling. 
It i.s well, of course, not to 


crowd the barn or stable too near the 
house. There are ir.iportant sanitary 
advantages in having a free"circulation 
of air about the premises, which are not 
secured where the stable adjoins or is 
in very near proximity to the dwelling, 
it being understood that tin.- site is well 
[protected from 
the 
sweep of cold, 


piercing winds. 
While there tire ad- 


vantages, however, in not crowding the 
buildings, there are also advantao-'es in 
not having them too far removed." It is 
more convenient to do the necessary 
work where outbuihliiiffs are near life 
dwelling, but there is a greater risk I'mm 
lire, which must be made secure by :\ 
policy in some safe company. 


The barn, stable and pio-gerv must be. 


at a reasonable distance t'rom"the house 
bin they must nol be carried too fat- 
away. 
And just tliis is the point to be 


guarded against. Not long ago, in vis- 
iting the farm of a \vcll-to-7lo "and mosi 
intelligent farmer, we. counted no less 
than cl.i:i;:n outbuildings, strewn about 
over fully an acre of ground, (possibly 
more.) making it a good task to o-o 
from the house lo the farthest buildino- 
in the morning before breakfast, of a 
winter's day. This is a miserable econo- 
my in building, and a more miserable 
economy in having lo tramp, yearinand 
year out, between these buildings in 
doing the. ordinary "chores," aiuftak- 
ing care of the animals of the farm, 
summer and winter. A miserable econ- 
omy in building, for, consider the cost 
of erecting these separate buildings, 
protecting the roofs from leaking, aTnl 
keeping them in repair. 
I-'oi-some pur- 


poses a slightly enlarged building might 
serve the uses of two or three, Thereby 
lessening the lirst cost and reducing the 
heavy tax of keeping the building i'n re- 
pair. 
A mistaken policy, too, ih doinn- 


Uio farm work, for, cons'idcr the am on lit 
ot time, consumed in traveling Ihe lono- 
distances lo these buildings m feeding 
and caring for animals in t he course of a. 
year, over what would be the case if 
they were located compactly, and tho 
good results which would follow if this 
lime, which must lie regarded as lost, 
were turned 10 some useful, productive 
labor. 


Avoid the building of many outbuild- 


ings for the. farm and avoid spreading 
them over too much ground. Many 
buildings arc an expense, and entail a 
heavy tax in the way of repairs; and it 
is a life-long disadvantage to have 
them two far from the dwelling, or so 
situated that much travel will need to 
be made from one to tl,j> other in doing 
tin; work of the farm. 
Have the out" 


buildings compactly situated: protect 
the farm yard by HIP. several outbuild- 
ings as much as possible, so that severe 
winds may be kept, at bay, and whether 
few or many are demanded by tho 
farm stock, implements, storage of 
crops, etc., have them so located* that 
steps may be saved in doing the work, 
or, in other words, have them conve- 
nient, handy and comfortable. Then 
the "farm steading," as the English 
term it, u-iil be an ornament to your 
farm and a constant source of pride to 
t.he owner.—New .Knijltmd Fanner.

lour ounces of lard and one ounce of 
spermaceti tog-ether, add one ounce of 
acetate of copper (verdigris,) and stir 
thoroughly, and while still Huid ;,dd 
one ounce of turpentine and stir until 
cold. 
Keep for use. This ointment is 


excellent for any raw sores or o-alls 
and May be usefully kept in any stable.
